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FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT PARIS. 
The Religious Sentiment—Spiritua!l Philosophy—Eminent 
Authors who have embraced it 

Paris, June 27, 1835. 

The tendency towaris religious convictions, 
of which I spoke in my last, it must be confess 
ed, is so prominent as to strike every observer. 
iwless thr not avow the fuet, and employ its prophetic tact 
to indicate its results. As these convictions 
have not yet assumed sufficient definiteness of 
form to give ground for assigning the possessors 
to a party, all parties claim that itis to make 
for the triumph of their own cause. Several 
Journals, admitting the fact of a religious awak- 
ening, have had disputes as to the question of 
whether or not such and such inferences could 
be drawn from it: as, for example, whether it 
was a proof of the progress of the Carlist puarty. 

In what, then, in sum, does this change of 
opinion consist? Ihave not time to give you 
such a complete answer to this question as I 
should desire. Lean only give you some illus- 
trations in addition to those I have before given 
you. It is indeed evident, that few of the en- 
lightened inen have yiehied themselves to Ro 
manish fewer sull have faith in the es- 
sential doctrines of Christianity. I never could 
learn that these great minds who are here pro- 
claiming with so much earnestness the ‘ reli- 
gious sentiment,” ‘the perfectness of Chris- 
tianity,” and ‘the divineness of Jesus,” have 
any great desire to assist at the sacrifice of the 
mass. 1 do know that they do not yet sanctify 
the Sabbath day, and that they have admitted 
no kind of faith that requires of them to over- 
come the world. 

Ballanche is called by them a spiritualist. 
That is, his philosophy is not that of the mate- 
rialist. He loves mysticism like Behmen, St. 
Martin, or a Persian philosopher. He would 
have been a dervish in Syria, as he isa dream- 
er in Europe. ‘The one may be as much re- 
moved from Christianity as the other. He 
writes philosophy in his poetry, and makes 
poetry of his philusophy. He accounts for the 
fallen condition of man, by premising, with 
Henry More, a pre-existence of the soul. 

St. Beuve has written several novels, and 
some very pretty poetry. He is a young man 
of twenty-seven, A progress is tnarked in all 
his later works towards Christianity. His last 
novel, entitled Pleasure, (Volupte,) has for its 
plot the conversion of a young man from a life 
of debauchery, to a belief and practice of the 
precepts of Jesus. Notwithstanding his misap- 
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work that may be exceedingly useful. ‘Those, 
however, whose opinion [have demanded, re- 
gard it as being written only for effect, just as 
an artist would choose a sacred scene as a sub- 
ject for his pencil. I have, however, reason to 
think that he, more than others, is impressed 
with religious truth, and shall expect much 
from his pen that will advance the coming in of 
better days. I have read wothing of late so re- 
plete with rich thought, and elegant diction.

losophical essays lately. He seems to obfuscate 
all that has become clear in philosophy on the 
reality of right and wrong, and thus expresses 
his views on the Providence of God: God in-| 
terposes no tnore immediately in the develope- | 
ment of human affuirs, than in the revolutions of | 
the solar system, He would at the same time| 
declare himself in earnest for religious reforma- 
tion in France, Believing in an indefinite pro-| 
gress of man to perfection, he assigns the first! 
and foremost part to France,"as being already 
far in advance of all other nations in philosoph- 
ical knowledge. ‘This advancement consists in 
the fact that France has learned how to study 
philosophy. She has made of the method of 
study, a distinct science, By the application of 
this science to philosophy, morals and religion, 
she will learn at length whatis true philosophy, 
true morals and true religion. This boast is 
made by Mr. Jouffroy, with the knowledge of 
the fact, that of their army of philosophers, 
each one is arrayed against the other, that her 
most candid journalists confess that there is 
nothing but doubt investing every thing in so- 
ciety, and that private morals were never at a 
lower standard. May we never be obliged to! 
follow in the same steps as France, of infidelity, | 
war, and licentiousness, fur the sake of arriving | 
at the true science of philosophy! Especially | 
if, when attained, the Prospects are to be no} 
better for us than for her, 

Lamartine is known to Christians in America, | 
by those sublime lines that he wrote at Mar- 
seilles just before his departure to make a voy- 
age in the Holy Land. A volume of religious 
meditations in verse, that he has published, | 
contains many sentiments that would make | 
vibrate the heart of a Christian: but E think | 
they are not of a kind to teach him to love his;

fuithful obedience. In reading his tour, you! 
cannot resist being carried along with the en-| 
thusiasmn of the poet, us he weeps, or prays, or 
sings by the side of some consecrated spots in 
Palestine; but vet th “y ure not the same conti 
ments that you wou i have felt yourself. La- 
martine stands first in France as a Puoet. 
Whatever may be wanting in his writings in 
the eye of a Christian, the number of readers 
of his poetry is so immense, that we ought to 
rejoice that so many are called upon by him to 
fall down at the cross of Christ, as the only 
remedy for all the ills of public and private life. 
He, however, though he ascribes his salvation | 
to Jesus Christ, being sick near the pass of the 
Balkan, and as he thought, near to die, request- 
ed his friend to engrave on his tombstone, his 
name, and siinply the word God. He concluiles 
his volumes with the following sentiment 
“The favors that € have received from the 
simple men who have guided, served and guard- 
ed me during ny voyage, have proved to me, 
that ali religions have their divine morals, that} 
all civilizations have their virtues, and all men 
the sentiment of the just, the good and the beau- 
tiful, engraven in different characters upon 
their heart by the haud of God.”

We have at the high 
school recently commenced, a ‘ Hawaiian 
Preacher.” ‘* Haiao,” a series of short, plain 
sermons, which would be very useful to people 
who are destitute of the stated means of grace, 
were there teachers able to read, But not one 
texncher in ten would read in a house, a tract 
of fifteen minutes, and not intelligibly even 
then, Still, we trust we shall ere long raise up 
teachers who can read, and think, and who 
Will be willing to spend and be spent for the 
good of their people. A recent protracted meet- 
ing atthe High School has, we trust, resulted in 
much good to the members of that institution 
and in the salvation of some souls.

We 
know of nothing precious which has not been 
counterfeited: and we know of no region where 
pure Christianity travelled, that a false religion 
was notecarried after, requiring a skilful eye to 
note the difference. Continue to observe this 
before-mentioned spot longer, and you will fiud 
the lovers of truth alarmed, They begin to 
contend; and the parties are soon mustered. 

How do you suppose the struggle there com- 
menced will terminate? ‘There are more advo- 
cates there in favor of the truth than those who 
advocate error—they have stronger talents: and 

et it will end in favor of the lovers of falsehood. 
Turn over only a few more leaves of history ,and 
you find my declaration substantiated! Do you 
inquire, with surprise, ‘ How is this?” ‘* What 
can it mean?”—* Those who outnumbered, 
who had most mind, who had the zeal of the 
ransomed, the promises of Heaven, aid from on 
high!—these gradually worn away, and their 
cause annihilated before the army of Satan!" 
Yes, my friend, so uniformly that, for a long 
course of centuries, you scarcely remember 
where to point for an exception! Some of the 
reasons are obvious. Take two companies of 
men and set them to contend on the side of a 
steep, smooth declivity; one rank urging up, 
the other down, the mountain. After a long 
struggle will you find them most likely at the 
top, or at the bottom? Now, my dear friend, 
our fallen nature through Adam is steeper and 
smoother, furnishing more facilities to slide to- 
wards the gulf, than any bhillon which you ever 
placed your natural foot.

What is worse than all that has been stated, 
may see more than 500 ministers, more 
than 1000 elders, and elders’? families, that go 
every Subbath into the church, and preach or 
hear an excelleut and a precious sermon in the 
name of the Lord Most High. ‘They go home, 
and no one was converted! ‘They are neither 
startled or surprised! Nay, they did not ex- 
pect to hear of any such result when they went! 
They have not for months! Is their pain visi- 
ble or their agony insupportable? No; their 
tranquility is such that their children have reach- 
ed the conclusion, that the message of Heaven 
will not be received differently, and we need 
scarcely hope for a different result. ‘They are 
tranquil, ‘They do not expect the gospel to 
progress with rapidity, and men to obey when 
they hear the call! Speak with some of these 
lovers of the Bible, these pillars of the 
church, and they will often tell you with a joy 
which becomes them and to which they are en- 
titled, ‘*one, two, or three of our neighbors 
have left the ranks of Infidelity since the minis- 
try of our devoted pastor, and other indications 
are very encouraging." True. But you have

* During the eight years that he passed un 
der my ministry,” says his respected pastor, 
** he exhibited much decision of religious char- 
acter, and much zeal and activity in the cause of 
Christ. Uneontrolable providences only could 
keep him from the house of God, where he 
performed a prominent part in his praises, and 
in the instruction of the Sabbath School. Very 
few sermons were preached on the Sabbath or 
evk Haye, whieh he aisd 
plaos of which he did not preserve in writing, 
He was in the conference and prayer meetings, 
and his voice was heard in earnest supplication 
for the conversion of sinners. 

“ He would converse faithfully with the care- 
less, and search out and report to the pastor 
those who were seriously impressed. In the 
examination of candidates for admission to the 
church, not unfrequent references were made to 
his conversation as « meas of awakening their 
attention; and there is evidence that he contri- 
buted an important instrumentality in the con- 
version of many sinners. In seasons of spiritu- 
al declension, tie dil not feel that direct efforts 
for the conversion of men might be omitted; 
and though few attended the prayer meetings, 
he to be If a lithe company 
united in concert prayer, or private prayer, he 
Was among them, For a long period, three or 
four brethren, of whom he was one, devoted 
one evening in each week to prayer in the meet- 
inghouse, where, in secret, and without light 
for the natural eye, they supplicated the descent 
of the Spirit. Neither the members of the 
church nor the pastor knew of the meeting, till, 
at the approach of winter, it was transferred to 
his study; they received a large accession to 
their number; were cheered with the special 
presence of the Comforter, and it proved the 
commencement of an interesting revival of reli- 
gion. 
~ ‘Tn seasons of stupidity, brother Page found 
individuals in whose spiritual welfare he mani- 
fested much interest by conversing and praying 
with them; and his labors in this respect were 
not in vain in the Lord. From the time of his 
conversion, so long as a resident here, he was 
ardent, active, and unliring: this characterizes 
the man; and his efforts were principally direct- 
ed to one object—the conversion of sinners.” 

A valuable friend, (Mr. D Ww ») who 
wis very intimate with Mr. Page, says, that, at 
the close of religious meetings, his mind would 
often become intensely fixed upon the conversion 
of some impenifent individual. He would ad- 
dress the individual with great solemnity, urging 
an immediate compliance with the terms of the 
Gospel; and as his friend accompanied him 
homewards, such was sometimes the pressure 
upon his heart, that they would seek a retired 
spot, and there, even in the depth of winter, 
kneel and plead with God for the person's sal- 
vation. His anxiety for individuals was tre- 
quently such, that he could not rest, but would 
lenve his business to seek an interview with 
them, or address them by letter, or pray for 
them. May of these efforts were so retired, 
that his wife came to the knowledge of them 
only as he alluded to them in their private sup- 
plications to God,

Resolved, That we shall hold any attempt to 
impair the rights of property in our slaves, as guar- 
anteed by the Constitution, by the abolition of slavery 
by Congress in any of the States, or any of the Ler- 
ritories or Districts where slavery now exists, or to 
regulate the manner in which slaves may be sold from 
one State to another, as a wanton violation of our 
political compact, and destructive of the whole frame 
of our governinent. 

2d. Resolved, That we have a just claim on all 
the non-slave holding States for the enactment of 
suitable and efficient laws, to repress and put down 
by adequate penalties, all incendiary or seditious as- 
sociations, whose avowed purpose is to disturb our 
peace, and to excite insurrection among our slaves; 
and we confidently rely on the wisdom ana firmness 
of the General Assembly, by a proper appeal to these 
States, to procure the passage of such laws. : 

3d. Resolved, That it is necessary the existing 
laws of this Commonwealth,for the suppression of the 
printing and circulating incendiary publications, to 
give them more efficiency, should be amended.
